Ite Origin te General Butler's Committee—Uew fi 
Replaeed Senator Sumeer’s Bil). 
WaAsHINGTON, October 18.—The decision of 
the supreme court in the civil rights bill of 
1875, continues to be the most absorbing topic 
of conversation and eemment, 2nd many men 
of prominence here, both white and colored, 
have to-day given expression to their views as 
to the scope and effect of the decision. There 
is mo reason and there will be 
to change the opinicn, that 
mo right or privilege of mate- 
rial or practical value will e lost to the col- 
ored ople through this decision, and the 
Sensible men Of that race are n@t slew to per- 
weive and recognize this fact. Mr. John F. 
ook, a colored man of character, whe deserv- 
edly enjoys the respect of this entire eommu- 
mity, who hasheld and administered with 
marked ability for years the responsible office

‘Fifty Thousand Persons Attend the Newburg Centen« 
; nial Celebratien. 


NEWBURGH, October 18.—Immense crowds 
sare here to participate in the centennial ce!e- 
bration. At sunrise the naval vessels fired 
salutes, which were responded to from the 
shore by cannon firing at Washington’s head- 
quarters and elsewhere on both sides of . the 
riverand by the ringingof all the church 
bells. The city never presented a finer display.

Gid Man Nelling Still Safe From the Angry Mob-— 
The Insanity Podge. 


FowLER, October 18.—A mob of 600 to 
men gathered in front of the jail at midnight, 
demanding that Nelling, the murderer, be 
broughtout. They were wild with excite- 
ment, and feared that Nelling would escape 
the gallows on a plea of insanity. The sheriff 
and assistants stood firm, refusing to deliver 
up the prisoner. A rush was made by the 
iynchers and a struggle ensued, during which 
several of the lynchers were thrown down and 
tramped under foot. The sheriff and ex- 
sheriff plead earnestly with the crowd to dis- 
perse, and the best citizens in the town went 
in among them, begging them for God’s sake 
to desist. The mob was under no regular 
leadership or it would have accomplished its 
object. As it was they dispersed with threats 
of hanging the murderer at some 
time. 

At noon all is quiet except Nelling, the 
mure@erer of Ada Atkinson, who is much ex- 
cited and very nervous, and: says if he had 
been in his right mind he would never have 
killed that little girl. Theinsanity dodge in 
his ease will be his defense, which is not be- 
lieved in here by any. He says he 
is willing to abide by the law. An ex- 
cited crowd of several hundred men and 
boys strrounded the jail at an early hour last 
night, and continued until a late hour in 
making unsuccessful attempts to break the 
jail and to get at the prisoner. The jail is a 
very secure -building, and was well guarded 
both inside and out. 

NELLING’S REMOVAL TO A PLACE OF SAFETY. 

Fow.er, Indiana, October 18.—Sheriif 
Scanlan, just after midnight last night rushed 
Nelling, the murderer of Ada Atkinson, into 
a carriage, drove to the 12:40 train, conveyed 
him to Lafayette and lodged him in jail.

THE ATTORNEY GENERAL STATES 
THE LawW FOR HIM. 


Colored Peopis Mus* Leek to the Siate Cour's and to 
Public Opinion for R-drass— Niles Grows In- 
Gignant and Advis<s Affilliation With 
the Southera Whites, E:c., E:ec. 


WaAsurneton, October 17.—J. W. Niles, of 
Arkansas, who advocates separation for the 
colored people, has received from Attorney 
General Brewster an answer to his communi 
cation addressed to the president, alleging 
that the colored people of Arkansas were suf- 


Only of private persons, but of the civil au- 
thorities, The attorney general’s letter says: 
“Your statement has received careful atten- 
tion, for no good citizen, whether in publicor 
private station, will regard with indifference 
the injuries such as this under which these 
people are said to be laboring. The 
tions, however, which you raise are questions 
of law, and so, of course, are to be determined 
by the constitution of the United States, 
as interpreted by the supreme court. For in- 
stance, itis very muchto be regretted that 
impediments should be thrown in the way 


of the efforts of our colored fellow-citizens to 
better their condition by regularly entering 
and settling upon public lands, but it appears 
that the particular lands which you speak of 
are public lands of the state of, Arkansas. That 
state has entire control of them. Clearly, 
then, the United States having no power over 
the subject, cannot interpose for your relief, 
nor can the United States interfere by their 
executive power in respect to the state prose 

cutions of which you complain, or the fines 
which you represent, are so oppressive and 
enforced by imprisonment. 
Arkansas, under which these prosecutions are 
instituted and these fines imposed, are con- 
trary to the constitution of the United States, 
the remedy bas been placed by that constitu- 
tion in your own hands,i.e. by appeal from 
the judgments of the state courts to 
the supreme courts of the United 
States. The same is true of the 
cruel punishments inflicted §$ upon 
colored people at the prison farms, to which, 
upon trifling pretexts, they are, condemned. 
If the state laws, under which such proceed- 
ings are head, are unconstitutional, the only 
remedy is by appeal to the highest court of 
the state, and from that to the supreme court 
of the United States. The executive ot the 
United States has no power whatever in the 
premises, 


ques- 


SUPPRESSING MCB VIOLENCE, 
- As to mere mob violence, neither the pres- 
ident nor any other authority of the United 
States can aftord redress. It is only in case 
of such insurrectians as the state cannot put 
down, that the power of the executive of the 
United States can be employed, and then on- 
ly when invoked by the legislature or gover- 
nor, and the judicial power to try and pun- 
ish indfviduais who make up such mobs and 
commit such outrages as you describe, is in 
the state alone. [hese acts are directed 
against life and personal liberty. After cit- 
ing Cruikshanks case, 92 United  SBtates, 
' pag 553, the attorney-general pro- 
ceeds; ‘He refers to the im- 
possibility of congress enacting laws 
to bring such cases into the United States 
courts. The attorney-general concludes by 
Saying: “I believe that upon due considera- 
tion the good citizens whom you represent 
will admit that their remedy lies in sueh ap 
to public opinion within the state of 
Arkansas as hay always heretofore prevailed. 
and whilst the cause of free government and 
human happiness remains hopeful, must al- 
ways hereafier prevail in the iong run to the 
suppression of wrong and the advancement 
of right amongst civilized men.”’ 
AN ADDRESS FROM NILEs, 

Niles has prepared an address to the colored 
people, in which, after sitting forth the con- 
tents of the letter, he says that it will be seen 
there is little hope for redress for any griev 
ances that the colored people of the south 
may complain of to the government,as the col- 
ored people, as a rule, have not the means to 
test the constitutionality of state laws.

A fund should be placed in each state to 
remedy our wrongs and give us protection for 
the future. If this shouid fail, the sooner we 
appeal to congress for indemnity for our race 
to enable us to separate from the whites, 
the better it will be for »oth races. I would 
advise the colored people, who have taken a 
hostile attitude to the southern whites by do- 
ing the service of the carpetbagger and his 
associates, to seek the fayor of that class in 
the south which will really consider our 
rights and act with them hereafter, and 
against an administration which rcfuses to 
render us redress. The decision 
of the the supreme court just rendered 
gives force and emphasis to this view 
the case, andshows that we have no right 
which other people are bound to respect 
_ Therefore let us seek refuge elsewhere, and 
establish states for ourselves. Let us found 
civilization in some congenial clime that will 
give us a standing in the world of commerce 
and industry, and enable us asa race to play 
a nobler part in the grea’ drama otf history.

OLD MAN NELLINGS CONFESSES 
THE DSED. 


The Indiana Tragedy Solved by ithe Confession 
the Murderar—The Gir.’s Reluctancsa to Die— 
Toe Scene in Court—The Mob Prepar- 
ing to Lyneh the Murderer. 


Oxrorpb, Ind., October 17.—Jacob Nelling, 
in presence of Coroner Hitzie and Detective 
Harris, made aflidavit yesterday, to the fact 
that he was the murderer of Ada Atkinson.

He says he 
went down stairs and out to the milk. house 
and washed his bloody hands 
and threw the water on the 
grass. He denies that he outraged her ver- 
son, and solemnly asserts that he had no con- 
federates in the crime. He makes the confes- 
sion freely, without reservation and without 
hope of mercy. 
THE MURDERER’S DEMEANOR, 

Nelling’s confession was read in open court 
in the afternoon in his presence, and he con- 
firmed it in every part. speaking of the 
bloody deed with no more emotion then if he 
had been telling of slaughtering hogs. He 
said he had no malice or motive. He was 
only impelled to the deed by a sudden frenzy. 
When the tormal arraignment was made 
charging him with malicious and premedi- 
tated murder, and he was asked to plead, he 
said he was not guilty of the’ whole cuarze. 
He had no malice, and there 
was no _ premeditation. There was 
an exciting scene when he was removed from 
the court room tothe jail. The spectators 
rose and were ordered to sit down by the 
sheriff. They did not obey, but moved to- 
ward the prisoner, muttering. He was taken 
out of the rear door, which was immediately 
locked, and the deputy sheriffs announced 
‘‘no man leaves the court room for five min- 
utes.’ The sheriff placed Nelling in the 
most secure cell in the jail, and went inside 
with a trusty well armed force of eight men. 
The mob numbered three hundred, and siay- 
ed about the jail all night, but seemed to 
have no leader. - The miititia froin LaFayette 
isexpected soon. The mob, bave built a 
scatfuld and provided arope. At 10:30 last 
night a gang of fifty men went to get raiiroad 
iron to patter down:the doors of the jail. 

HISTORY OF THE CRIME, 

It will be remembered that on the morning 
of September 24, Mr. Cephias Atkinson, a 
wealthy farmer of Benton county, and his 
wife leit home in the early morning, and 
drove to the railway station, some muies dis- 
tant. When they left, Miss Lucy and Miss 
Ada were the only occupants of the home- 
stead, the latter being the younger of the 
two sisters. After dinner Miss Lucy At- 
kinson concluded to make a visit to the 
town of Oxford, a few miles distant, and 
left hersister alone. This seems to be the 
last time the -girl was seen alive save by 
her murderer. About 5 in the evening Miss 
Atkinson returned from the town, and going 
through the lower part of the house, was un- 
able to find her sister Ada. She next went up 
to their bed-room, where she found her sister 
lying on the floor, covered with blood. She 
gave an alarm, which summoned an old man 
who was at work near at hand, and to him 
she related what she had seen. A passing 
neighbor was hailed, and examination showed 
the girl to have been dead some time, the 
limbs being rigid. Word was sent to the 
father, and he came home on horseback from 
the station, riding like mad. Physicians 
ware summoned and posses of men sent ou 
in every direction in the hope that the scoun- 
drel or scoundrels might be captured. Drs. 
Connell and Wells .made an_— exami- 
nation of the girl’s person, the supposition 
being that tramps had outraged and then 
murdered her. They found that her person 
had not been violated, but the body was lit- 
erally hacked to pieces, there being twenty- 
five separate and distinct cuts. The mur- 
derer had evidently lirst severed the jugular 
vein, and after that had gone to work to see 
how much he could mutilate the body. 
There were cuts on the head, face and neck, 
also onthe back, loins and buttock; great 
gashes across the stomach exposed the intes- 
tines, while everything near was spattered 
with blood. A tramp named Potts was ar- 
rested for the murder on suspicion, but the 
evidence against him was slight, and he was 
released, 
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ZIRA BURNS BETRAYED, 


The Body ot a Young Gir! Found Near Lincoln, Il. 
With Mer Throat Cut from Ear to Ear. 


Lincotn, Ill., October 17.—The name of 
Zora Burns is to be added to those of Rose 
Amblerand Ada Atkinson. Her fate is to 
be linked to the same as that which has over- 
taken them and left the perpetrators hidden 
behind an impenetrable mystery... The bedy 
of this one was found in alaneon the out- 
skirts of this city. The face was upturned and 
presented a pitiful and silent story. The 
throat was cut from ear toear. The general 
appearance of the face showed that it nad 
been beaten before the blade had finished the 
tragedy. The ghastly spectacle startled a 
Mrs. Jewett, who was coming into the city to 
serve customerswith milk. She notified the 
authorities. The coroner and others went 
out and conveyed it to the morgue. There it 
remained to be gazed upon and stared at for 
a half day by tnat curious crowd which is 
ever drawn near anything that is wrap- 
ped in the mantle of mystery. People 
looked at the face, examined the cloth- 
ing, shook their heads and went away sick- 
ened at the sight and deprassed over the 
fact that the dead was nameless. Human 
nature. clings to the deed that has no tongue 
to tell of the struggle. Later in the day a wo- 
man came to the morgue, looked the 
ghastly dead im the face and _ said: 
“*] know her. -That is Zord burns. She 
used to work in the house of Mr. Carpenter.’’ 
The carpenter famiiy identified the body. 
When sne went away from this place she 
went to Vandalia. Last Saturday she came 
back, and took a room at the Lincoln house. 
Sunday evening she left, taking her valise 
with her. This was about 9 o'clock. She 
was seen going in the direction of the lane 
where the body was found. 

THE SECRET OF THE CRIME, 

The place where the mystery startled the 
discoverer was closely examined. There were 
fresh tracks ofa buggy close by. Nothing 
was thought of this until the coroner had 
presided over the post mortem, That devel- 
oped the fact that she would. have become a 
mother in about five months. Then the lips 


inflicted upon a woman refused. That she 
may have threatened to expose him. That 
she went away under the wingof night, and 
that, watching, he followed her. ‘hat he 
threatened, and that when she turned upon 
him he determined to close her lips forever, 
and did itin the ghastliest way he could.

Stie was only a domestic, but 
the years had not accumulated upon her. 
She. was entitled by law governing 
existence tolive out more days, She was 
wronged, and this has made a deep impression. 
She was slaughtered by her betrayer, doubt- 
less, and that has put revenge upon the alert 
which will not falterin its pursuit until the 
ends of justice are met.

Leads bier Inte Swallowing a Polsoned Dose— The 


Ilusband’s Story. 


New York, October 17.—Mrs. Amanda 
Myers, ¢ighteen years old, committed suicide 
by taking poison on Sunday night at 693 Mon- 
roe street, Brooklyn. Some time had elapsed 
after her death before it was known to what 
cause it was due, then it was ascertained she 
had taken adose of the poison known as 
‘Rough on Rats.’’ The sequel will show she 
took it either to frighten her husband or be- 
cause she was laboring under a temporary ab- 
erration of the mind, Mrs. Myers at the time 
of her death had been mar- 
ried nearly two years. Her husband, 
Charles E. Meyers, isa salesman. On Sunday 
night on his return from abrief absence she 
called him to her, saying: ‘‘Charley, I have 
taken poison. lam sorry forit. Won’t you 
get met something totake.’’ The young hus- 
band was startled and did not believe his wife, 
although he knew she was subject to fits of 
depression. The girl-wife then complained 
of pain in the stomach, and groaned so that 
her husband knew she wasin pain. He en- 
deavored to soothe her, and realized that she 
told the truth. On the mantle wasa box of 
poison; the box was half empty. 

‘*My God! what have you done?’ asked the 
husband, 

‘| did not mean to do it. 
tor.”’ 

Mr. Mevers then hurried toe the corner of 
Reid and Gates avenues. Just around the 
corner isthe pharmacy of Charles Wright. 
He asked for some mustard. It was giveu to 
him. He went back and administered a dose 
of hot waterand miustard, this he gave his 
wife, it did not relieve her, and then Meyers 
went for adoctor. Dr. Job Carlin -was the 
nearest within cali, but when he arived, 
the poor girl was beyond his aid. A re- 
porter ofthe World visited the residence of 
the Meyers, last night. It is a two-story 
brick. They occupy the upper rooms, im- 
mediately over the parlor. Upon ringing 
the bell, a man of medium height, with fair 
complexion and cold, steel blue eyes, an- 
swered. He was Meyers and was very phleg- 
matic. He immediately showed the way to 
the second-story back room, where he told 
the following story : 

THE STORY OF THE HUSBAND. 

‘‘We have been married not quite two 
years. It wasalove match. Prior to the 
marriage my wife was subject at intervals to 
fits of despondency, which bec&me more 
marked after we had been married about three 
montis. I then consulted some of the most 
eminent physicians in Brooklyn and New 
York. They all agreed it was a trivial mat- 
ter and wouid wear offin time. These fits of 
depression became chronic, so much,so that 
it was remarked by my friends. I went 
out for a walk Sunday night, and 
when [ returned I found my wife in pain. 
She told me she had taken poison and I must 
save her. Knowing as I did that she was de- 
spandent, I did not believe it. I finally saw 
that she was 1n pain and then ran to Wright’s 
drug store. I there obtained some mustard 
which [ administered. It gave her no relief. 
I then ran for Dr. Corbin, but he arrived 
too late to save her. She died in my arms.,’’ 
‘Do you know the cause of her desponden- 
>’ asked the reporter. 

“Yes; she was despondent because she had 
no chilaren.”’ 

In the front room lay the body of the dead 
woman. Thefeatures were those of what 
must in life have been most beautiful. The 
chestnut hair and the delicately penciled eye- 
brows, together with the long fringed lashes, 
betokened no trace of suffering. As Mr. 
Meyers uncovered the face he sighed. It was 
not an c6legant home, - but comfortable 
and neat. As Mr. Meyers led the way 
down stairs, he said: ‘I’ve _ told 
you alll know about it. [am very sorry my 
self... This -was said ina halfsad tone. A 
gentleman who residesin the vicinity inform- 
ed the reporter, ‘Mrs. Meyers had not led a 
happy life. Her fitsof melancholia can be 
ascribed to other causes than those given. 
Jealousy is one.’’

The Obbscquies Veaterday Over the Confederate 


Braves From Arlisgton. 

RALEIGH, October 17.—The bodies of the 
North Carolinans recently exhumed at Ar- 
lington, were intered here to-day, under the 
auspices of the ladies’ memorial association. 
The remains, which werein four caskejs, 
were borne from the capitol, on a handsome 
funeral car to the confederate cemetery. 
The ceremonies were most impressive. The 
procession was composed of the local and 
visiting military com panies, 
state  oflicers, supreme court judges, 
and prominent ex-confederates from every 
part of the state. Thirty-two ex-confederates 
acted as pall bearers. Governor Jarvis deliv- 
ered an eloquent address at the cemetery. He 
said that North Carolinians, who went to bat- 
tle in the late war, were actuated by the same 
spirit that prompted the soldiers of the revo- 
lution, and like the latter acted in obedience 
to the command of the constituted 
legal authorities. Governor Jarvis spoke 
of the same sod growing over the graves of 
the wearers of the gray and the wearers of the 
blue, the same sun shining on, and the same 
winds blowing over the dead of both. .He 
hoped those who survived wouid live togeth- 
er forever in peace, as the dead enjoy. The 
obsequies were witnessed by 7,000 persons. 
The ex-confederates were under the 
command of congressman W. R.. Cox. Sen- 
ator Vance and many other distingished cit- 
izens of the state were present.

He 
came to the city yesterday morning and while here 
drank to freely of liquor. On his return home at 
noon he was rather turbulent and made things un- 
pleasant for his family. He first quarreled 
with his son Henry, and threatened 
to kill him. His wife, who was 
present, remarked to him to kill the boy if he in- 
tended to and nottalk somuch aboutit. This fur- 
ther enraged the old gentleman and he addressed 
some unpleasant remarks to his wife and threat- 
ened to kill her with a chair. About this time his 
married daughter, Mrs. Thomas Prince, appeared 
upon the scene and remons!rated with her father. 
Liquor had the best of reason, however, and he 
turned his wrath upon his daughter and threatened 
to kill the whole family. Thomas Prince, 
the son-in-law of the old man, was 
preparing to gO hunting and had 
his gun in his hand. He heard the remark of the 
old gentieman and warned him not to lay hands on 
his (Prince’s) wife. Prince’s warning only added 
fuel tothe fire, and the old man grasped the 
daughter by the throat. Prince raised his gun and 
fired and his father-in-law fell and died instantly. 
Mrs. Jaffray and her daughter came to the city soon 
afterthe killing had occurred and neither of them 
attached any blame to Prince for the part he took 
in the tragedy. He had not been arrested at last 
accounts, but we learn that he has made no attempt 
to escape.

Somewhere about the year 1858, Colonel 
Charles R. Russell, of Columbus, was a young 
man of 19 or 20,and had a position in the 
employment of the government in Washing- 
ton City. and they tell quite a nice joke on 
him while there in which there is really 
more truth than poetry. Atany rate he does 
not deny the soft impeachment, but on the 
other hand admits its truth. General How- 
ell Cobb, who was agreat friend of Mr. Rus- 
sell’s, was present in Washington 
at the time of the laughable 
occurrence, being then a member 
of congress from Georgia, and he enjoyed re- 
lating the experienceof Charlie Russell with 
the prince of Wales. He told the joke with 

reat gusto, and always created a loud guffaw 
by its recital. The history is as follows: The 
prince of Wales, under escort of the duke of 
Newcastle, was on a junketing visit to the 
United States, and everywhere his royal high- 
ness was received with great pomp and style, 
and in none of his receptions did an Ameri- 
can dare pollute his sacred body by a touch. 
Handshaking, for the time was laid aside, 
and ai stiff dignified bow was _ all 
that was permitted in paying 
respects to the prince. When the prince and 
his royal escort arrived in Washington city, 
the whole capital was agog andon the qui 
vive, and his presence then created a_ bigger 
sensation than was ever before known in the 
city. It was mete and proper that special 
and extensive homage should be done this 
distinguished foreign representative of power 
and heir apparent tothe throne of England, 
the proudest monarchy on earth. The presi- 
dent of the United States, Buchanan, ordered 
a public reception ona given day, so as to 
give the citizens. of our government an oppor- 
tunity of paying their respects 
to his highness, the prince of Wales. The 
day arrived and the reception took place in 
the great east room of the capitol. The pres- 
ident and his cabinet, the §diplomatic corps, 
the judges of the supreme court and the sen- 
ators of the United States were the receiving 
party and were strung out in imposing line 
in the great east room. Prince took his posi- 
tion next tothe president and at his side 
stood also his special guardian, the duke of 
Newcastle. The programme was as follows: 
The private citizens were to enter the re- 
ception room at the point farthest 
from the royal personage, pass on down the 
line of distinguished escorts, and as they 
reached a point opposite his highness, the 
president would announce, ‘the prince,’ and 
tne subject would merely make a low and 
formal bow and pass on, without touching or 
saluting even the royalty. In the vast, movy- 
ing mass of citizens whe thus passed before 
the prince on that day was Colonel Russell. 
He was walking with a young friend, and as 
they entered the east room where all this 
grand pomp and_ display was” going 
on young Russell remarked: ‘’See here, Bob, 
that’s not the way they do down in Georgia, 
and I'll be hanged if I don’t show ’em how to 
do the thing right.’’ His friend protested 
but Russelli’s determination was fixed, and 
just as they arrived opposite the royal party, 
President Buchanan announced’ with great 
dignity and pomp: ‘The prince!’’ Colonel 
Russell stopped fora moment and looked on 
the royalty and then suddenly turned and 
approaching directly up to the prince, ex- 
tended his right hand and said, ‘‘Why, hello, 
Wales; how are you? Iam glad to see you!” 
The prince grasped his hand and gave him ‘a 
cordiai old shake and returned his hearty sal- 
utation with: ‘*‘I am pretty well, thank you.”’ 
But the eftect on the line of receiving digni- 
taries was clearly visable by the sour faces 
4nd shrugging of shoulders at the laughable 
incident that had destroyed the dignity of the 
day and occasion, while the young Russell 
was the hero of the hour among the jokers of 
Washington. The boys say that he also asked: 
“Well, Wales, how’s Vic? How’s the old 
lady, your mother? How’s all the family?’’

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ASHBY’S DASH. 


A STORY OF THE CONFEDERATE 
WAR TOLD. 


4 Thrilling Recital ct March and Counter March, cf 
Advance and Reirecat, Showing the Heroism 
Developed Upon the Field by the Lead- 
ers of ths Contsderate Hosts. 


From the Detroit Free Press. 

While Stonewall Jackson was retiring 
upon Harrisonburg, pushed by Fremont and 
watching out for Shields, the rear of his 
army was defended by General Ashby, of 
cévalry fame. His immediate command num- 
bered less than 1,000 horsemen, and until the 
last few miles of the march he checked al! 
assaults with cavalry and artillery. 

It was a highway admirably laid out for 

Successfuldefense by a rear guard. Always 
narrow—tiull of sharp descents and sudden 
curves—natural ambuscades at every mile— 
it needed only a dozen men at certain spots 
to hold a regiment at bay for a quarter of an 
hour. Jackson pushed ahead at a famous 
rate, and the roar of the guns of the rear 
guard was ever in his ears. At one point 
nine dismounted cavalry men held the narrow 
road until the federals had advanced two ful! 
regiments, and one hundred men had worked 


their way up the sides of the mountain te 
flank the little band. These nine men killed 
and wounded twenty-three men before they 
were pushed back, and though a dozen shelis 
were fired at them as they retreated along a 
straight ‘tretch of road nota man was in- 
jJured, 
THE CAPTURE OF WYNDHAM. 
During the afternoon of the last day of the 
retreatthe Federal General Wyndham, who 
had command ofa full brigade of cavalry, 
was pushed to the front to driye through the 
confederate rear-guard. The spot c hosen was 
where the highway stretched across a level, 
this giving the cavalry room to deploy and 
maneuver. Not quite half a mile beyond the 
confederate rear-guard was holding the hill 
over which the road wound. Two pieces of 
artiliery were posted inthe road, and dis- 
mounted cavalry supported them. When it 
was seen that Wyndham’s brigade was mas- 
Sing for acharge Ashby hastily collected 
about 700 of his men and _ massed 
them in the highway. The 
guns were then drawn aside and _ the 
cavalry, carbines slung and depending upon 
the sabre alone, rushed down the highway in 
amighty mass. Windham was struck in the 
center and the confederates passed clear 
through his lines, wheeled at the call of the 
bugle, and, dividing tothe right and left, 
they fell upon the two wings with such fury 
as-to route both. It was sabre work almost 
entirely, and in that 15 minutes’ fight 150 
men were killed or wounded, Wy — and 
six officers captured, and two flags, 32 horses 
and 40 prisoners taken. Ashby led the 
charge and men who followed close after 
him aver that he struck as many as six dif- 
ferent men with hissabre. In that fight a 
confederate, now iiving on a farm near Glen- 
dale, Va., had his right ear sliced off close to 
his head, and the sabre sunk into his shoul- 
der in a way to forever disable his arm, The 
wound in his shoulder was felt at once but 
the loss of his ear was not noticed until the 
fight was over. Wyndham sought to excuse 
his disaster by talking of the cowardice of his 
troopers, but his own sabre was without a 
Stain, and men who hear no orders of com- 
mand cannot be blamed for falling intoa 

anic. The confederates rode right at solid 

ines and the shock of meeting knocked 
down numerous horses and disabled a num- 
ber of men. 

CHARGING INFANTRY. 

Half an hour later Fremont’s advance of in- 
fantry was pressing so closely that infantry 
had to be sent back to oppose them. Ewell 
ambushed three or four regiments in the 
woods and fields at a turn of the road, but the 
advance scented the trap and deployed right 
and left, and advanced to the attack in two 
lines of battle, most of the force being com- 

ed of Pennsylvania Bucktails. To reach 
the confederates the blue lines had to cross 
wide, open flelds, and as they left their shel- 
ter they received such a fire that all further 
advance was checked. The men _ were 
seeking the cover of rocks and ditches, and 
holding their ground well, when Ashby thun- 
dered down uponthem with his cavalry. 
There was no time to form squares, and the 
charge resulted in defeat. The infantry were 
driven back upon the reserve, horses and 
men, federal and confederate intermingled, 
and again the sabre and bayonet inflicted ter- 
rible work. Almost every cavalry horse 
was wounded, some three or four times, and 
many of their riders were thrust with the 
bayonet and pulled out of their saddles. 

ASHBY'S DEATH. 

How strange that so fewof the cavalry 
leaders on either side died asthey might have 
wished to die—leading their commands in 

‘gome glorious charge! Ashby had courted 
death a hundred times as he rode at the “age 
of bismen. Here on this lonesome road, a 
night came down, he formed another caches 
with infantry. ‘The trap was well set, but as 
its jaws were about to spring, a shot fired at 
random by a federal struck one who had 
risked his life a dozen times that day, 
and laid him low. Jackson was Lee’s right 
arm. Ashby was Jackson’s rightarm. The 
tribute paid him bythe eccentric warrior 
was not lengthy, but it outweighed the boom 
of cannon, the long processions, the burdens 
of flowers, and the efforts of orators. When 
a courier rode up to Jackson and announced 
the news, he dropped the reins, his head hung 
low, and he whispered: 

“Poor Ashby! Iam grieved!”’ 

STUART AFTER POPE, 

The cavalier of the south was Stuart. He 

was born to the saddle. He looked upon in- 
fantry as a sort of necessary ev il, and when- 
ever he attempted to handle them in con- 
junction with cavalry he was worsted. Had 
there been no army regulations Stuart’s men 
would have been dressed more like knights 
than dragoons. Rough old fighters smiled at 
his plumed hat and his dandy ways, but 
Stuart wasa fighter. Had he worna ruitled 
shirt and a velvet cloak he would still have 
been the dashing cavalry leader that he was, 
counting odds as nothing and ever fighting to 
win. 


When General Pope had his headquarters 
at Catlett's station, Stuart one day paid him 
a visit of inspection. Pope didn’t care par- 
ticularly to see Stuart, but Stuart had a long- 
ing to see the man whose headquarters were 
in the saddle and who wanted his men to 
forget the word retreat. With about 300 men 
Stuart one day made a hard ride and a sud- 
den dash. But for a federal forager, mounted 
on a thoroughbred ruaning horse, Pope 
would have been taken in his tent. Asit 
was, he had about ten minutes’ warning and. 

ot away. leaving behind all 
his papers, clothing and bag. 
gage. Stuart captured the station 
and al! left behind, and oue of the prizes was 
a new suit of clothes for Pope which he had 
not yet stepped into. His supply of liquors 
included whisky, brandy, cognac, cham- 
gne, port, and several other ‘brands. and 
were used to wash the dust out of the throats 
of the confederates. Pope's razor, looking- 
glass, bedding, fine shirts, and other articles 
of toilet were divided as souvenirs, anda 
gilt-edged Testament, — his mame in. was 
keted by Stuart. ’rders had been issued 

to treat Pope with BER tieaeidl and respect in 
case of capture, but it may be imagined that 
his ride to Richmond would have been a fast 

Hiop and full of dire reflections. It has 

en asserted that General Lee reproved Stu- 
art for trying to capture him, saying: 

“If you catch him the federal army will 
have anew commander, and he must cer- 
tainly be a better op 6,” 

Stuart died like a hero, but it was not while 
leading—his plume waving to match Custer’s 
“owt curls—his sabre gleaming in answer 

to Kilpatrick’ s. Before his sun had reached 
its zenith, and before the hero that was in 
him had been fairly developed, he died in the 
whirl and smoke and clamor ofa cavalry 


fight—shot down by one who knew him not 
and was never known.

The vote in the late election was 711,691. If 
prohibition had received one vote more than 
a half of the total vote casi, or 
355,836 votes, it would have carried; but it 
received only 320,608 votes. A change 
35,238 votes would have carried the amend- 
ment, The vote, however, against prohibi- 
tion was 391,083; for it, 320,608; majority 
against prohibition, 70,475. This adverse ma- 
jority may be said to have been cast in the, 
chief cities of the state, Cincinnati, Cleve- 
Jand, Dayton, Toledo and Columbus. In 
Hamilton county (Cincinnati) the vote for 
prohibition was 10,043, while the vote against 
it exceeds 48,000. Outside of the five cities 
the vote was very nearly equaliy divided. 

The people of Ohio—for that matter, of 
almost every other state—are very much in 
earnest in relation to the evil ef intemper- 
ance. Their earnestness may lead them to 
advocate a policy that is impracticable, 
ie gearcely probable that 
they will consider prohibition-so until they 
have tested it on the spot. In Ohio the ques- 
tion will be renewed just as soon as the legis- 
lature can be induced to submit a new 
amendment. All the extremists advocate 
constitutional prohibition, and will accept 
nothing less, unless it be defeat. No fore- 
cast of Ohio politics should therefore leave 
this deep social question out of consideration, 
for it will present itself in some form at 
every election held in the state. Even can- 
didates for constable and other township 
officers are compelled to stand: on the ‘‘wet’’ 
or the ‘‘dry’’ side. Noone who comes before 
the public is permitted to get on the fence,

According to the best informea correspond- 
ents the democratic victury in Ohio has had 
the effect of casting a gloom over the entire 
administration.

RiGHiIS DECISION, 

This morning our reporter met Governor Brown 
and asked him how he liked the editorial in THE 
CONSTITUTION upon the civil rights biil. He said 
he thought it was a good one and tookthe proper 
position. Hesaid he believed the supreme court 
had ruled the law correctly. He had no doubt 
from the time he firs} investigated the subject, that 
the civil rights act was unconsti:utional and had 
all the time believed the supreme court would so 
rule it when it became necessary to make a ruling 
on thatsubject.

CONFEDERATE BONDS AND ENGLISH 
SPECULATORS. 
From the Savannah News. 

The Morning News has before referred to the 
source of the demand for bonds of the late south- 
ern confederacy. That there should be any 1ntel- 
ligent person in the world who helieved that thers 
was a possibility that these memcutoes of a patriot- 
ic people’s struggle for self-government would: ver 
have any value is hardly conceivable, but yet there 
are such, andin the money market of the great city 
of London they have a positive value. This ‘‘fool- 
ishness’’ has been quite beneficial to many of our 
citizens, Some of whom have trunkfuls, yes, room- 
fuls cf the bonds, aud they un- 
loaded them very quickly at any figures whic} 
our local brokers might name. In faci, the bonds 
could have been bought by the pound at the price 
paid for waste paper. The speculative tendencies 
of our English cousins put $5,000 in one gentleman’s 
pocket; he-had given $100 for a vault full of such 
stuff. The London Times, of a recent date, con- 
tained a communication signed ‘‘Georgia,’’ in 
which the writer seriously discusses the obligation 
of the southern states to pay the debts of the late 
confederacy,and closes his letter with the following 
paragraph: 

‘The debt may be considered as of littleevalue. 
but itis not ouly a blotupon the general credit of 
the entire country. but, until some arrangement of 
it is made by the states which incurred it, it will be 
an insuperable barrier to their progress, which I 
have no doubt the southern people will wisely re- 
move.’’ f 

Colonel Edmund Molyneaux, of London, former- 
ly of thiscity, and one of the largest property own- 
ers in Georgia, replies to the writerof the letter re- 
ferred to. Colonel M.’s letter contains the whole 
question in anutshell and puts itso plain that any 
one who has an ounce of brains can understand 
the subject. In his able defense of the credit of the 
state the colone!t only does what isin keeping with 
his characteristic spirit: 

“Junior Carlton Club, London, July 24.—Sir: 
I have to-day seen a letter signed ‘Georgia’ in the 
Times of yesterday concerning confederate bonds. 
I think ‘Georgia’ can hardly be well acquainted 
with the southern states or with the system of sep- 
arate States government and state mone'ary lia- 
bilities if he means that the southern states are 
liabie for the confnderate debt. -The confederate 
debt was incurred for the establishment of a new 
republic by the central government of the states 
desiring to be anew republic. No single state is 
bound to payany partof that confederate debt, 
not even a proportion calculated on each individ- 
ual state’s share (taken by area, orby population, 
or by financial status) of the total general debt. 

‘As to the Unit2d States government. I doubt if 
there is an instance known of a country paying the 
debt contracted bya part of itspeople who revolt 
against the central governmeat, and I further 
doubtif England would ever pay a debt contracted 
by the Irish land league or by the Fenian organt- 
zation, therefore I cannot see why the confederate 
debt should be, as ‘Georgia’ says, ‘a blot upon the 
general credit ofthe entire country.’ ‘Georgia’ 
also says: ‘Until some arrangement of it (the debt) 
is made by the states which formrd it, it will be 
an insuperable barrierto their progress. which ] 
have no donbt the southern people will wisely re- 
move,’ 

“Why? Does ‘Georgia’ mean that the state of 
Georgia (for instance) is to pay a proportion of the 
contederate debt calculated on some basis by some 
one’ Georgiais thriving and financially well-to- 
do. Whois to determine to what length she is to 
cripple, perhaps ruin herself, in paying a debt 
which is not hers, even though her people voted to 
incur adebt for the central confederate govern-

A BITOF SECRET HISTORY. 


The Trial of Captain Wirz, of Andersonville Prison— 
Father HMamllten’s Strange Story. 

LOUISVILLE, October 16.—TheRey. William John 
Hamilton, rector of the cathedral at Mobile, Ala., 
who was one of the four priests admitted to the 
stockade at Andersonville prison, to minister to 
dying soldiers,- isin Louisville, visiting Bishop 
McCloskey. Father Hamilton was one of Wirz’s 
witnesses dumnng the trial in November, 1865, and 
he related to-day some of the secret history of the 
trial that has never before been heard. Father 
Hamiiton, who isa benevolent looking man of 50, 
was constantly at Andersonville after the carnival 
of death commenced, and while he admiis the 
borrors and cruelties, he defends Wirz, who, he 
says, was the most humane keeper of a prison he 
evermet, aud was constantly assisting in acts of 
charity which would have sent him to the front if 
discovered by his superiors. 

“It is true,’’ said Father Hamilton, ‘‘that the 
sufferings among the prisoners were terrible, but 
Wirz, peor fellow, was n0 more responsible than I, 
aud so when he was arraigned in August, 1865, I 
weut on to Washington todo what I could in his 
behalf. During the trial Captain Wirz was suffer- 
ing from various diseases and wounds, and he was 
carried to and from thecourtroom by four marines.

Railway Building. 


From the Railway Age. 

As was to be expected, the figures for this year 
are much less than they were in the previous year 
of extraordinary railway building. At this date in 

9» 


1882 we reported 8,075 miles of track laid, on 260 


lines, against 4,244 miles on 190 lines for the corres- 
ponding period of 18:8. Assuming a similar com- 
parison forthe entire year, the railway mileage 
added during 1883 is likely to aggregate 6,000 miles, 
which will exceed the record of any year previous 
to 1880, when the *‘boom’’ began. We have a record 
of nearly ‘50 lines upon which track-laying is still 
in progress or expected to commence this year, and 
our own estimate pow is that the total extent of the 
track laid duriug 1583 will be between 6,000 and 
7,000 miles. Of course the foregoing ficures do not 
include the thousands of miles of new lines which 
will be builtin 1883in the neighboring countries of 
Canada and Mexico,and for which American man- 
ufracturers to a very large extent supply the ma- 
terials. 


Along the Chattahoochee. 
From the New Orleans Times: Democrat. 

The people living along the Apalachicola river 
and its branches, the Chattahoochee and Flint in 
Georgia and Florida, are very anxious to trade with 
New Orleans. Much of this section is withoutany 
railroads, and even where railroads run, New Or- 
leans is much nearer and offers Many advantages 
over auy other important market, 
Formerly the eople 0 this section 
were compelled to ship to Savannah and to buy 
their goods there, because they were wholly with- 
out communication with this city; but since the 
completion, some months age, of the Pensacola and 
Atiantic railroad to Chattahoochee station, on the 
river, they have “lose gonnection dowu the river to 
Chattahoochee and thence by rail here; that is, 
they would have this connection were any very 
goed boats running on these rive’s. ; 

All three of these streams, the Apalachicola, 
Flint and Chattahoochee, are navigable, the first 
its whole length, “0 miles; the second 150 miles, to 
Albany; aud the Chattahoochee :00 miles, to Co- 
lumbus, Ga., snd should support a fleet of steam- 
boats: but, as a matter of fact, they are very 
unlucky in boats, and almost wholly without 
them. One of the packets running 
on the Chattahoochee’ aetually dropped 
to pieces the other day, being absolutely rotten, 
while another, the Hayes, ran on a sand barand 
sticks there yet. ‘‘The river needsa new and bet 
ter boat,’’ says she Bainbridge Democrat, and this 
opinion is echoed by ali the people of that section. 
Such a boat would pay well, they declare, for even 
the poor old rickety boats thai have been running 
in this trade have proved very profitable. 

Tne business men of Bainbridge, , and 
its vicinity bei g very desirous of shipping their 
produce to New Orleans or Mobile, via the Pensa- 
cola and Atlantic railroad, are trying tosecurea 
steamboat for the river, and have written to Mobile 
‘about the matter, promisin,, ifa boat is placed in 
this trade, to subscribe /iberally to the stock of any 
transportation company thatmay be organized for 

urpose.

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VOLUNTARY SERVITUDE. 


A Self«Sold Convict Wants to Sue His Owners for 

; Damages. 

In March last a negro by the name of Rich- 
ard Turner was convicted of larceny in the 
city court and sentenced to pay a fine of $10 
or serve six months upon the public works of 
Fulton county. There is a statute in Georgia 
which permits such misdemeanor convicts to 
hire themselves out to private parties in con- 
sideration of the payment of the fines 
and the cost of prosecution. These contracts 
are formally made, approved by the court, 
recorded upon the minutes and the sentence 
made to correspond to the terms agreed upon 
between the convict and the employer. 

In the the case of Turner such a contract was 
made, Mr. T. J. Lowe agreeing to pay the fine 
and costs in the case and Turner agreeing to 
work for Lowe upon the latters farms inFulton 
and Cobb countes for the term of tweyemonths 
board and clothing included. For awhile 
Turner seemed to enjoy this arrangement ex- 
ceedingly, but he did not develop that robust 
love of labor which Mr. Lowe thought was 
proper under the contract. Under these cir- 
cumstances it is said Lowe got tired of his 
bargain, and taking Turner in a wagon, con- 
veyed him to the brickyard of B. G. Lockett 
& Co., lessees of state convicts, on the Chatta- 
hoochee river. There, it 1s claimed by Tur- 
ner, Lowe sold his contract to Lockett 
& Co., and turned Turner over 
to.._ their custody. While working 
with Lockett & Company. ‘Turner says he 
was treated as a convicted felon and was fre- 
quently and cruelly whipped because he was 
too ill to do his daily task in the brickyard. 
He communicated with his friendsand a 
writ of habeas corpus was talked where- 
upon itis said Lockett & Company released 
him from custody, his original’ six months 
term aaving expired. 

Turner has since employed Captain John 
Milledge as his attorney and begun the 
preliminaries of a prosecution 
for damages against Lowe and 
Lockett & Co. He alleges imprison- 
ment, and may join acount for the whip- 
ping he received while in the Lockett camp. 
The damage will be Jaid at $5,000. Proposi- 
tionsfora compromise are being discussed 
between the counsel for the parties. Should 
the case be pursued and come to trial, it will 
involve the legality of the resentences under 
these private contracts, the right of hirers to 
‘transfer their contracts and prisoners, and 
the right of lessess to put felon’s stripes and 
trace-strap stripes upon the bodies of misde- 
meanor convicts. The decision upon those 
questions will be of considerable interest and 

mportance. 
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THE NEW CAPITOL. 


What Kind of a Bullding ls Wanted—Applications of 
Architects Coming in. 

The proposed new state capitol is attract- 
ing the attention of architects all over the 
country. In response to the advertisement 
of the commissioners asking for plans, the 
governor has received a number of letters 
from promifent architects in New York, 
Philadelpbia, Boston, Fort Wayne, Chicago, 
Lexington, Va., and other cities. Many of 
these letters inquire what the state expects in 
the way of a capitol and desire that informa 
tion before submitting the plans. At their 
meeting the commissioners dia not set forth 
any conditions whatever for the capitol 
but merely invited architects to 
send in their’ plans. There seems 
to be a reluctance to respond to this adver- 
tisement, orat least,a desire to know just 
what the state wants for the cool million it 
means to put in acapitol. In answer to the 
numerous inquiries sent to the executive of- 
fice, replies are being embodying the needs 
of the various departments and suggesting to 
the architects interested what the state must 
have ioacapitol. In substance, these notes 
of information say that the hall of the house 
of representatives should be ample for, say 
three hundred seats, with commodious gal- 
leries. The senate chamber should be ample 
to accommodate at least one hundred and 
twenty-five. The library rooms should be 
jarge, long, commodious departments enough 
for 50,000 volumes and constantly increasing. 
The agricultural department will require two 
large roomy apartments and one or two small 
rooms for offices. : : 

The governor's office would require two 
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good rooms, and his secretaries and clerks 
three rooms en suite and one large fire-proof 
room suitable for storage of records and 
archives.

The house of representatives wou:d need at 
least 12 committee rooms, large enough to ac- 
cemmodate various size committees, number- 
ing from 10 to 35 members. 

The senate would require at least 8 com- 
mittee rooms, something less’ commodious 
than those for the house. 

The railroad commissioners would require 
two good rooms. 

The constant growth “of the state and accu- 
mulation of records in all of the offices should 
be kept in mind, and in addition to the rooms 
and apart.aents enumerated other rooms 
might be provided. 

The basement of course ought to be so con- 
structed as to furnish ample room for heat- 
ing, engines, etc , water closets, storage rooms 
for wood, coal and plunder, such as boxes for 
library, etc, 

The house and senate would each need 
small rooms adjacent and convenient for use 
as cloak or hat rooms, postoftices or branch 
libraries, janitors’ and messengers’ rooms. 

The building will face the west, and is to 
be built upon a lot 421 feet square and prac- 
tically level.

THE CHATTAHOOCHEE CANAL. 
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The Special Meeting of the City Council Results in no 
Definite Action. 

The special session of the city council last 
night was slimly attended. Either the cool 
weather or want of interest caused a large per 
cent of the members to remain at home. The 
attendance was made up by Alderman Me- 
easlin, Councilmen Brotherton, Gray, Ryan, 
Dunning, Longley and Haiman. by count- 
ing Alderman Mecaslin in Mavor Goodwin 
declared that a quorum was present, and 
although the legality of the question was 
rather doubtful, the business of 
the ‘evening was begun by Mayor 
Goodwin stating that the meeting 
had been agreed upon for the purpose of con- 
sidering Colonel Frobel’s proposition touch- 
ing the water works. Mr. Dunning, who was 
absent from the last meeting,asked that Colo- 
nel fFrobel’s proposition be read. Clerk 
Goldsmith read the paper. It was as follows: 

We propose to erect for present use arese~vior or 
reservoirs, (receiving and distiibuting) wit.. . joint 
capacity of 50,000,000 gallons. The water surface 
of the distributing reservoirto be twenty feet above 
the highest point in the present pipe system of the 
city, or sufficient to give a flow of water twenty 
feet above the Street at the Leyden house on Peach- 
tree street. We expect by means of these reseryoirs 
to keep asupply of water on hand suflicient for 
firesand other emergencies, and to free it from 
mud, Thecily to be furnished with water free of 
charge. 

When thesaid reservoirs are completed the city 
te turn over to said company the present system 
waterworks with the appurtenances, 
rights and franchises thereto attached. 
But the titlein fee simple shall not rest absolutely 
in said company untli one-half of the proposed 
canal is buiit, or until the said company shall pro- 
auce satisfactory evidence of its ability to build 
the same orshall deposit wiih the city treasyger a 
bond to the fu)l cost value of all property tramstfer- 
red to it by the city, and for the purpose of fixing 
the amountof said bond the city and company 
shall jointly appointa board of arbitrators who 
sha!lappraise the property at its actual cost value, 
and should the said company fail to construct the 
canal as herein provided for the space of ten years 
or afterwards to fail to furnish a supply of water, 
then the property to revert back to the city upon the 
payment by the city of the actual value ofthe im- 
provements tosaid work. The reservoirs to be 
completed within eighteen months after the sign- 
ing of contract. Work to be begun on the canal 
within twelve months after the completion of the 
reservoirs. This work to be begun at the Chatta- 
hoochee river and prosecuted in the direction of 
Atlanta. The canal to be not less than 25 feet wide 
atthe surface of the water and not less than five 
feet deep, measuring from the surface of the water, 
with grades sufficient to insure asteady flow of 
water tothecity. It shallbean open canal with 
such appliances as are usualto such works. The 
object and intentof the works being to securea 
coustant supply of water to the city for domestic 
use, for fires, sewerege and asa motive power for 
millsand factories and for sprinkling streets and 
sidewalks. The city to have the use of the lower 
levels of said canal for sewerage 
purpose free of cost. The city to 
have the further right to regulate the extension of 
said system from time to time asits needs demand, 
provided that they shall not require that more than 
one mile of main pipe be laid in any one year. The 
city to have the right to use water for street sprin- 
kling free of charge. The rate to be charged by the 
company to private cousumers not to exceed those 
now charged. 

At the conclusion of the reading 
man Dunning took the 
in hands and remarking, ‘Let's 
see. There’s something there I want 
to discuss,’’ began readingit. When hereach- 
ed the section of the proposition touching the 
transferrin fee simple of the waterworks to 
the canal company when one-half the canal 
is built he said: ‘‘1 don’tlike that,’’ 

“Ob,” interposed Mr. Ryan, ‘‘that 
thing is no contract and of course not binding. 
It’s only Colonel Frobel’s proposition.’ 

“Ob, yes, I see,’ said Mr. Dunning asa 
pleasant:smile played over his face. 

*T should like toknow where the canal will 
enter the city,’ remarked Mr. Haiman. 

“For the information of the council I will 
say,’ remarked Mr. Ryan, ‘‘that it will end 
on Decatur street near the end of the Decatur 
street horoe car line. Thereis agentleman in 
New York who has’ bought a good deal of 
land on the Chattahoochee river near Belton, 
the point of beginning, and he will not only 
give the canal the right of way but will take 
a $1,000,600 worth of stock.”’ 

Captain Newman said that he was present 
as Colonel Frobel’s friend. He stated that 
Colone] Frobel was negotiating with New 
York capitalists who will put the canal 
through. He does not submit the proposition 
as acontract, but as an evidence of the nature 
of the trade he can make with Atlanta. He 
did not think the council should act upon this 
matter without the presence of Colonel 
Frobel. 

Mr. Haiman—‘'! am not willing to give up 
our waterworks until we have the canal 
built.”’ 

‘Colonel Frobel does 
sponded Mr. Gray. 
build a reservoir

present waterworks. That reservoir will be 
of a capacity of 2,000,000 gallons,. and will be 
used until the canal is completed. 

Councilman Longley—'‘‘I suggest that. the 
mayor apppoint a committe of one from the 
aldermanic board and two from the council 
to confer with the water'works committee and 
the water works commission and Colonel Fro- 
bel.”’ The motion was adopted and the 
mayor named as that committee Alderman 
Mecaslin, Councilmen Dunning and Haiman,

There is 
probably no surer method of detecting crime than 
by offering a liberal reward for the criminal. .We 
Suggest that this be done.

While the Ocean steamship company is an 
institution of the Central railroad, and while the 
Central railroad is bounded, still it is impossible for 
these goods to be carried from New York to Atlanta 
in bond. The ruling of the department is against 
the acceptance of bounds for a second relading at 
Savannah. 

Coliec'or Johnson, at the.custom house, ex presses 
the opinion that the port-ef Atlanta isa thing of but 
aiew months longer, and that in his next reportthe 
secretary of the treasury will recommend its abolish- 
ment.
